near South McAlester, 1. T ., yes­ 
terday. 
George Brown, one of the rob­ 
bers, made a confession last night, 
implicating seven men now under 
arrest. 
The men will be tried and 
bound over August 20, and in S e p ­ 
tember will, if convicted, be given 
life sentences. 
W ithin two hours after the rob­ 
bery nearly all of the robbers had 
been arrested and placed in 
j lil. 
This is the quickest work ever per­ 
formed by officers in the Indian 
territory. 
A n drew Williams, a negro bar­ 
ber of 
South McAlester, tells a 
thrilling tale of the robbery. 
He 
says he saw the robbers in String- 
town, I. T . , while driving to D en­ 
ison, Texas, and that, after he had 
put his horse up for the night, met 
them and one asked him where the 
party could obtain some whisky. 
T hinking that they were United 
States deputy marshals, Williams 
replied that he didn’ t know. 
He 
noticed 
that the speaker for the 
crowd of four men had only one 
hand, the other havingibeen ampu- 
^ 
tated just above the wrist. 
The roads being bad, Williams 
decided to go to Denison by rail, 
and when he boarded the “ K a ty ” 
train he went to sleep, 
but 
was 
awakened at C in e y 
by shooting 
and blasting. 
He was just preparing to secrete 
his valuables when several of the 
robbers came into the coach he was 
occupying, 
came 
up 
to 
him, 
looked at him, 
and 
then cursed 
about 
something. 
Williams 
no­ 
ticed that one of the robbers was 
the same person 
he had met at 
Stringtown, his hand being am­ 
putated. 
A Washington, D. C ., dispatch 
of the 15th says: 
“ Chief Post- 
office Inspector Cochran was noti­ 
fied by telegraph today that In- 
spsctor Houck, of the St. Louis di­ 
vision, has caused the arrest of 
W alter Stratton for complicity in 
the holdup of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas train W ednesday morn­ 
ing near Caney, I. T. 
The dis­ 
patch announces that the evidence 
is complete against six of the men 
under arrest.”

Stone is critically ill at his home in 
St. Louis.

has been confined to his rcom with 
dysentery, and rumors that his ail­ 
ment w'as not responding to treat­ 
ment as rapidly as expected liave 
been current for the past ten days. 
Yesterday it w’lis learned that he 
suffered something in the nature of 
a rclap.se and that his most inti­ 
mate friends are denied admission 
to his home. 
Kimbrough Stone, his son, dis­ 
cussing 
his 
father’s 
illness, said 
last night that Governor Stone had 
made good progress toward recov­ 
ery during the past week until yes­ 
terday, when he was seized with 
an attack of acute indigestion. 
About ten days ago Gov. Stone’s 
condition became critical, but good 
nursing and the watchfulness of 
his physicians started him on the 
road to recovery. 
Hope was 
felt until yesterday 
that he would be able in a week 
or two to go on a trip north and 
join in Canada his wife and daugh­ 
ter, 
the 
former 
being 
in 
poor 
health. 
Business matters are not men­ 
tioned to the former governor and 
physicians have given 
strict in­ 
structions that he is not to be wor­ 
ried about anything or permitted 
to receive visitors. 
Regarding his condition, Dr. E.

“ Gov. Stone is resting and I ex­ 
pect him to pass a good night. He 
has been suffering from an acute 
attack of indigestion, which will 
delay his recovery.
